a) A programmable clock generator, in which the distribution circuit modulates the 
periods of the first and last pulses out of a group of Ni successive pulses of the first clock signal, 
and gives a period of the middle pulses of the group of Ni pulses a non-modulated value, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as called for in independent claims 13, 31 
and 37; and 
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b) A universal asynchronous receiver transceiver circuit including means for delivering a 
bit clock signal having a frequency equal to the frequency of the oversampling clock signal 
divided by an integer N, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as called for in 
independent claim 39.
